The probe resulled from a eomplaifit made 
by former speel al assisianl altorney gene ral in 
the Attica investsgalian. Malcülm Be]]. Bell 
voiced the condtisions ef many Attica inmatés 
that there was a ddiberale destructiort nf 
evidente of Wholesale crimes coitimitled by 
yoards and state troopers during and after the 
assault on Attica prison. 

In the events surrounding the prison 
rebellion and assault bet ween September 9 and 
13. 43 persons were killed at the upstatif 
"correctiona!" faeitity Thirty-nine wert? killed 
and 89 wmmded by pnlice officers and gunreb 
gunfire in the 15 mitmtes it tnok tn rctake"' 
the mstitutinn. Four ethers had been killed 
corlier.

Chapter. prnvided the pnlice with 
a delailed sketch of the apartment 
in which Fred Hamptnn lived, 
and, it is widely believed, ad- 
miniatered the drug tlrat pre¬ 
vent ed Fred fmni waking when 
the pnlice assaulied the anart- 
ment in the early hmirs of 

December 4, !%9.

HISTORY 


December 30 , 1953 

The consistent, racist lynch- 
uigs of Bhck penple in America 
!>t»came ns mucli American 
trndilion as apple pie. However, 
on December 30, 1952. Tuske 
gee Instituie mportod ihnt 1952 
was the first year in Tl years of 
labulaliun thal ihere were no 
record ud tyn c h ings 

December 30 r 1960 

On December 30. 1960, Iwo 
ILS. courts issued temporary 
injuncLions to prevent about 700 
Black sharecroppcrs frnm beEng 
fvicted from farms in llaywood 
and FayeUe ceunties, Tennes- 
see, Their 1 'crime" was regis- 
Lering to vnte. 

December 28, 1969 

The American Cjvil bfberties 
Union [At'LLD. in a repnrt of a 
dncumented survuy of nAne 
metropoli tan centers, concluded 
on December 28. 1969, that law 
enfurcemonl ageneten ocross the 
country were ‘'having a drive 
[igainst the Black Panther Party 
resultlng in serieus civil liberties 
violations.” 

Januory 3 , 1969 

The late Congressman Adem 
Clnyton Powell, Jr f was seated 
sn the House of Representatives 
nn January 3 K 1969, af ter a 
fivediour de bate and following a 
racist proposa] lo seat him but to 
deprive him of his 22 years of 
Congressinna! seniority and to 
fine him 525,000 for o)leged 
misuse of payroll and travel 
funds while chairman of the 
House Educatinn and Lnbor 
Committee, The popular Har lom 
congressman had been excluded 
from the 90tb Congreas in 1967 
on Lrumped-up charges of 
mistise of S-ID.OOO in Congres- 
sinnal funds while he was 
Educalion Committee chairman. 
On November 18, 1968, the U.S. 
Suprème Gnurt annotmeed lts 
occoptance fnr review nf a suit 
conlending that Powell s eitclu- 
«ion was un^Comtitutinnal. 
After his «idusinn, Pnwell won 
rc-eWtion tn the House both in 
n Npecinl clettion and in Cnn- 
gre»sinnal elmd-ions of Novem- 
her E, 1968. 
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Seattle Police To 
Recruit More Bfacks 

Following Racism 
Charges 

(Seattle, Wash.) - ln the 
nftermnth of a move by 20 of the 
22 Black officers on the Sc alt te 
police fnrce in filing racial 
diflcrimination charges with the 
Equal Oppnrlunity Employment 
Commission earlter this monlh, 
Seattle police chief Rabert Han- 
son huw begun to outline plons to 
recruit more Black nfficers. 

HusselI F, Praelor, a Black 
officér ünd spokesman for the 
group lhat signed the complaint, 
saicl Lhat a(l 22 Black» in the 
Seattle police department are in 
the patrol diVision. The highest 
rank held by a Black of fleer is lhat 
id a sergeant, Praetor saki. who 
was promoted earlier thisyear. 

Accnrding to Hanaon, efforts 
will be made lo increase the 
number of Blacks in the depart- 
ment to reflect the number of 
Blacks in the community. 

COMMISSION 

Tn other düvolopments, Hattson 
annotineed plans to Schedule the 
firsL meeting for early Jammry of 
a commission to review the 
Seattle Police Department'» intel- 
ligence-gathêring policies. The 
com misskin will procecd despite 
the facl that half of those invited 
have declined to parlicipnle. 

The function of the mtoÜIgence 
unit ha» been under fire since it 
was recenlly diselosed that mflny 
private Citizen s and organist ion s 
we re on file, In the November 29.

This is an unusal move by 
Bayley since he is known in the 
Hi-attle Black cnmmünity for his 
paiTicipalion in police murdor 
cover-ups.

Sweeping Changes 
Ordered For 
Karris County 
lails 

jHouston, Tex.l - U.S, District 
Court Judge Carl O. Bue last 
week ordered detailed, sweeping 
changes for the Harris County 
Jail system here. If the county 
does not improve jail conditions, 
Bue said. he wilt "not hesitate" 
U> folio w the precedent of other 
federal courts and close the jails, 
reported the Houston Chranicle . 

In his ruling, Judge Bue set 
these sweeping guidelines: 

•Harris County district judges 
have 15 days to rep) ace the 
pretrial release system set up by 
Contmissioners Court with one of 
thelr own and to re-evaluate 
prisonera now in jail. 

•The prmrial release program 
must establish e branch office in 
the city's municipal court build¬ 
ing and space in the city jail for 
pretrial release staff members to 
interview prisoners. 

•The county must serve meals 
to inmales in the downtown 
county jail in a common dining 
area for e&ch cell bloeit, Except 
for prisoners in maximum secur- 
ity cells, no prisoner shall be 
served meals in his cell. 

•The county must pro vide 
screening of incoming prisoners 
by doctors or senior medlcal 
studenU to insure that prisoners 
with communicatie diseaaes are 
not placed in the jails, 

•Altomeys must be provided 
for indigent prisoners within. 24 
hours after they are tbarged, 

•Two annex courts must be set

(New York, N.Y.| — A national 
commission. studying juvenile 
justice has recommended that the 
procedure in dispenslng justice tn 
juveniles be sw r itched from the 
present informal family approach 
to the ad versa ry procedure used 
in adult courts, subjecting juve- 
niles to the dehumanizing pres- 
sures of the adult criminal justice 
system, 

Under the commission ‘s pro¬ 
pósals for juvenile rïeUnquency 
prnceedmgs, a pmsecutor and 
defêose attomey woulri each seek 
to win his case. 

H ow ever, the juvenile wou ld 
face lower penalties than adults, 
with a maximum of two years for 
the most seriou: dfenses, 77ie 
tfew York Times reports, 

Since an ad versa ry proceeding 
wnrks toward a finding in which 
the defendant is either freed or 
found guilty, the commission 
recommended that juveniles be 
granted the same "safeguards 
and rigfiis" as adults. 

The guidelio es wou ld give a 
juvenile the right to trial by jury 
within one or two months and 
entitle Lhe youth to direct his own 
defense, even against the objec- 
tion of his parents, 

In cases of conflict of interest 
bel ween the parents and the 
yotiLh, the commission recom 
mended that the parents be 
represented al the juvenile 's 
proceedings by independent 


counsel. The crucial decisioné in 
enurt would only be made by the 
youth end his counsel. 

Overall, the recommendations 
by the commission, officially 
known as the Institule of Judicial 
Administration — American Bar 
Associatinn Commission on 
Juvenile Justice Standard s, 


presents a trap for Black and poor 
oppressed youth. 

It exposea them to the de- 
humanrizring pressures of the 
aduk criminal "justice" system, 
for lawyers to deceive juveniles 
inlo "plea bargaining " (pietfd- 
ing guilty to a charge with lesser 
penfllties) and tumJng "state's 
evidence" on others to proleet 
themselves, 

In additiort, juveniles will have 
to absurdly face & jury of their 
"peers" — who will turn out to 
be mostly White and middle-aged 
individuals who can be validly 
questioned as to their ability to 
judge Black and poor oppressed 
juveniles.

The VEP report, "Hamers to 
Minority Politica! Progress in the 
South.” prépared by Archie E. 
Allen, eslimates that an ularniing 
South wide gap of approxi matei y 
1'i to 15 percentage pointS exists 
bet ween Black and White voter 
registralion ratos. In some coun- 
ties. hnwever» VEP points ont 
that the gap may be as high as 20 
to 40 percentage poinls, 

The study indicates that the 
gap persists in bnth rural and 
urhan counties of Ihe South. The 
Statistica weré primarily hnsed on 
official registralinn figüres 
providcd by the States of Flnrida, 
Louisiana, North Caroline, and 
South Carqlina and eslimates of 
veiling age popülation from U-S*

Ducote is being heid oii 
$100,000 bad in Santa Clara 
County Jail afterTjeingiarraigned 
on 21 fetony counts. 

One of his burglaries. accord- 
ing to UFW leader Chavez, set 
back the 1967 national grape 
bnycött by six months. During 
this parUcular break-in, grape 
boycott plans, financial records 
and lists nf financial coirtributors 
and UFW members were stolen. 

Later in 1974, an effort was 
made to sell the documents back 
to the union for $25,000, 

From UFW' headquarters in 
Keene, Califomia, Chavez said.

CONTEMPT 

Whcn you are broughl into the 
courls of ihe Establishment, yuü 
can show your CO ntempt ter lh€?m. 
Most defendants want to get 
high^priced counsel or usq the 
state to apeak for them Lhrough 
Ihe public de tender. If you speak 
ter ynurself, you can say exactly 
what you want, or at least not say 
what you do not want to. Or you 
can laugh at ihem. 

As Ebine lïrowm, a member of 
the Black Pnnther Party, says in 
her song, 1H The End of Silence/' 
“You laugh at ]aws passed hy a 
silly lot Lhal teil you to give 
thanks for what youVe already 
got. '' The law$ exist to defend 
thosc who possess property. They 
protect the possessors who 
shpuïd share bul who do not. By 
defending myself, 1 showed my 
contempt for that structure . 

It gave me real p Ie asu re to 
defend myself. 1 oever ihought in 
lerms of conviction or acquittal. 
allhough it was an added treat to 
escape their net. Bul even a 
conviction wmild nol have dis- 
mnyed me, because at least T had 
the oppoitumty to laugh at Ihem 
and show my contempL They 
wou ld see thnt I was not 
ïntimidated ennugh to raiso the 
money to get counsel — money 
that I did not have in the first 
place — or to accept a public 
defend er. 

[ especiatiy liked traffic vtola- 
tions. For p white, 1 paid a lot of 
traffic tickets. U'hen I became my 
nwn de Tender, I never poid 
anolher ene. Of the three major 
cases in which ï defended myself. 
the nrüy one I lost was the nne in 
which i was inn<H‘ent.

Once, 1 was indicted on sjxteén 
counts of burglarj' lhrough 
Irickery as fl result of the 
short*change game, and l beat 
the cases durimg the prétriaJ 
period l>ecausD the pnlïce couid 
nol establish the corpus delicti or 
the elements of the case. Each 
law- had body of elements, and 
each element has to be viotated in 
order for o crime to have been 
committed. That’s what they cal! 
ihe corpus delicti. 

People think thol term means 
the physical b«ty, bui ii reaJIy 
means the body of elements. For 
example, according Lo Caiifomia 
law, in order to comniit armed 
robbery you have tobe armed. and 
you must expropnate through 
fear or terce related to weapons: 
you can have armed robbery 
without any bullels in the gun, 
The elements of ihe case re la te to 
fear and force in connection with 
weapons.

ln the shnrt-change or ’bün’ 
ko ' case l was accused of running 
my game in sixteen stores. 
Ho we ver, they could git onlyafew 
people to say they we re short in 
their registers, i was really saved 
from being convicunJ because the 
poSEce Iried to gel a youSg woman 
teller from a bank to say that I 
had short-changed her. 

A lot of people wilt nol admïl 
they have been short*changed. In 
the pretrial, in which they we re 
trying to gei a f oderat case, they 
asked me w belhor 1 had gi>ne inie 
the bank. I refused to admit it. I 
kniw thnt the young w,ma: 


whom they wantod to testify 
pgainst me had not shown up at 
court. 

When I bailed nut. I went io hot, 
bank and askod her if the police 
had been there She said they h;id 
and that they were trying to 
persuade her lhal f short-changed 
her. She said -?he would not' 
testify because she fcnew it had 
not happened. 1 invited hér to 
court to lestify on my behalf. She 
came and explained to the judge 
that the police had tried to 
ptwsuadé her to testify. but she 
would not comply. 

My argument was that the 
police had invenled the short- 
change rap against me, I pnnted 
out that elerks who wc re shorl- 
changed would have missed the 
money either when I was in the 
store or at the end of the day. 
None of these people had iwtified. 
the police, 

The police had sought them out 
and by suggesting that they had 
been short-chanfréd w’crc really 
of tering the clerks a chance to 
make fsve or ten extra dollars — a 
sort of pay-nff for teslifying. Mest 
people. I said. are not as hottest 
as the voung girl bank teller. 

Anolher argument 1 put foslh in 
my defense was that if aomeone 
else had gotten cbange after t had 
been in the stort' betere inwmory 
of the register, it was ^uiie 
possible, even pi-ohable. that the 
money had heep lost at soine 
othur time. I got a dismissal on 
grousnls of insufficiënt evi 
dortce.

plot of land for each famiJy to 
butild a home and yard; open 
spaecs and gardens.

Kinesioiogy 

PART 2 


One of the aims of kinesioiogy 
is the solution of problems of 
practical importance Thus, two 
of the objectives of kinesioiogy 
are to deveiop an understanding 
of human movement and the 
variables operating En efficiënt 
motor performance and to pre¬ 
sent Information that will enable 
the individual to analyze and 
pvaluafea motor performance in 
terms of basic essentiala. 

We refer fo this aspect of 
study as structural kinesiology, 
which prim&rily involves the 
anatomical foundations for Lhe 
prescription of conditiën tqg 

methóds for therapy, genera! 
hygiene, and specifk skill 
growth. Knowledge of slruclural 
kinesioiogy is also necesssry for 
the proper treatment of ath 
letic injuries. 

In teaching motor skills, a 
knowledge of structural kine- 
sïology is espccially important in 
describing and analyzing the 
movements of all bumnn ac- 
tions. This added insight into 
the nature of a skill should 
Complement all exercise and 
athletic events. In matting a 
movement description, the pri< 
mary objective is lo gather an 
understanding of timing and 
coordination, Movement de- 
scriptions irtvolve not only the 
sequence of joint actions, but 
also their speed and accelera 
tions. Therefore t the funda 
mental concepts of body me- 
chanics are the foundations of all 
human performances. 

The description of joint ac- 
tions in terms of their direction, 
range, leve rage, sources of move- 
ment and power, and Uitegralion 
iöto pattems, as well as the oxes 
and plan es in which they occur, 

t are also the foundations of 
movement descriptions, A per¬ 
formance analysis is made from 
both extemal and internal stand- 
points. An esterna) analysis 
considers the graas segments of 
the body and their applied 
leverage, force and acceler&tioti, 
An internal analysis considers 
the bone-musde leve rages and 
the internal factors that affect 
joint actïons, 

Thus, the abiliiy to analyze 
movements and their difficulties 
and the nbility to prescribe an 
individual ized program are cen¬ 
tral poinls of structural kinesio- 
logy.

150 wourtded, the majoritv of the 
victïms heilig women and 
children. 

In response fco the murdemus 
Israëli air assaulls of late Novem¬ 
ber. on December 2. PalesLinian 
coiti mandos attacked enemy 
pnsitions in Safad, Miskafam and 
Al-Malaltah with rochet Tire, 
infUcting heavy losses in men and 
material. This W&S just one of 
several Palesünian commando 
actions in early December. In 
others, reported by Palestmian 
military spok espersons in Bei rut: 

•On December 3, a PalesLinian 
guerrilla unit ambushed an Israëli 
enemy patrol north of Gaza. 
killing or wounding r number of 
Zionist troops and destroymg a 
half-armoured vehicle and a 
military jeep. 

•On December 4, Palestiniaji 
freedom fighters launched a 
surprise ottack on art Isracti troop 
carrier headed for Ain Karem 
from Jerusalem, killing or 
wounding many enemy soldiers. 

•On December S, an Israëli 
checkpoint in the Lown of iRafah 
was attacked by Palestmian 
commando forces in n highly 
succcssfut operation.
